REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


To the Members of the School District of Lyndeborough: 


I submit for your approval the following report for the 
year ending February 15, 1916: | 

At the last district meeting, L. Nute Woodward was 
elected moderator; Charles H. Tarbell, treasurer; and Lilla 
B. Fletcher, a member of school board for three years. 

The school board organized with May P. Emery, chair- 
man; Bertha P. Woodward, secretary; and appointed E. 
W. Dolliver, truant officer, and Roy N. Putnam, auditor. 

Seven schools were in session during the spring but the 
removal of four pupils from No. 2 necessitated the school 
being closed, the pupils attending at Center, thus making 
six schools the remainder of year. : 

No money was spent for transportation this year. We 
felt that it was unfair to hire some children carried while 
others walked the same or greater distance and as all could 
not be carried we asked all to walk and, right here, we wish 
to give credit to those pupils for excellent attendance, much 
better than some living nearer the schoolhouse. We have 
had a longer school year than ever before, for all schools. 
have had thirty-three weeks. 

A smaller number of pupils have been enrolled, the num- 
ber being eighty-four in September. We appreciate the 
greater interest that has been shown in visiting. There 
were visits by one hundred and thirty-four parents and 
four hundred and sixteen others. The school board 
made sixty-five visits, Mrs. Emery making eleven, Mrs. 
Woodward twenty-four and Mrs. Fletcher thirty. 

The union Thanksgiving exercises, held at the town hall, 
were well attended in spite of the severest storm of the year, 
all but fourteen pupils enrolled being present to do their 
part. The exercises were all of a high order and the school 
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exhibition held in conjunction with the exercises was repre- 
sentative of the work being done in school. We think we 
had good reason to feel proud of it all. It was most gratify- 
ing to us that so many have expressed a wish to have it 
repeated this year. 

An itemized account of all repair work will show you that 
nothing was done which was not absolutely needful and 
much more should be done. We are asking this year for 
repair money to paint exterior of Center house, interior and 
exterior of Perham Corner and interior of North. The roof 
at South school needs patching and there are minor repairs. 
There should also be better toilet facilities at Johnson 
‘Corner and Perham Corner schools. The past year Super- 
intendent Morrison has condemned many houses in the 
state with conditions identical with these. We wish ours 
might be improved before compulsion by the state. 

_ The appropriation for high school and academy tuition 
seems extreme but we have no high school and we should 
be glad that so many of our boys and girls are taking the 
offered opportunity for a higher education. Because this 
calls for so much money is no reason we should raise a 
small amount for our elementary schools and thus seriously 
restrict our own pupils. 

In making our estimate for the coming year we have 
figured as closely as we could. We have asked for $300 
less than last year, for with the state money we shall ex- 
pect to receive we hope to have as many weeks the coming 
year. 

We ask you to notice the statistical table. Would that 
No. 5,. Perham Corner and North schools might profit by 
the excellent example No. 2 and Johnson Corner schools 
set in punctuality. The percentage of attendance and honor 
pupils speak for themselves. 

It will be of interest to all that Pinnacle Grange has 
offered a first and second prize to the pupils, beginning 
with the fifth grade, who write the best essay’ on ‘“‘ Birds”’ 
during the spring term. A competent committee from our 
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own Grange will first judge the papers which will be num- 
bered but will bear no names and the four best ones selected 
and sent to a disinterested party outside of town. Four 
points will be considered in judging the papers: the original- 
ity, neatness and spelling, purity of diction, and knowledge of 
subject. Bird life is a most interesting and fascinating 
study and we hope our teachers and pupils will profit by this 
offer of the Grange and learn much about our feathered 
friends. 

All schools with the exception of Center and No. 5 will 
open March 20 for the spring term. Center and No. 5 will 
open April 3. 

In closing allow me to express our appreciation to those 
whose helpfulness and co-operation have helped to make the 
past year the most profitable, in many ways, we have ever 
had.
